19. Suitcase accoWg to claim 15 wherein the incurvated form of the 
1^ lower part or shell is inWed by the curved extremity of the. tubes, the 
incurvated form of the upp^W or shell being imposed by the lateral 
retaining rings, such being preferablxmetallic retaining rings, provided in the 
form of two lateral frames defining the lat^l faces in flexible material.
